POSTRETIREMENT HEALTH INSURANCE SUBSIDY, THE LESSER OF:

(1) ONE-QUARTER OF THE PRIOR YEAR'S INVESTMENT GAINS OF THE
POSTRETIREMENT HEALTH FUNDING SYSTEM; OR

2 THE AMOUNT NECESSARY TO PAY THE ANNUAL HEALTH INSURANCE
PREMIUMS AND OTHER COSTS THAT CONSTITUTE THE STATE'S POSTRETIREMENT
HEALTH INSURANCE SUBSIDY SPECIFIED IN § 2-508 OF THIS ARTICLE.

(H) IF FOR ANY REASON THE STATE DISCONTINUES THE POSTRETIREMENT
HEALTH INSURANCE SUBSIDY SPECIFIED IN § 2-508 OF THISARTICLE OR A
SUCCESSOR SUBSIDY, THE ASSETS OF THE POSTRETIREMENT HEALTH FUNDING
SYSTEM SHALL BE TRANSFERRED TO THE GENERAL FUND.

SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
July 1, 2004.
